When She Tried to Prevent 
Men Fighting. 


VERIFIES STORY OF SLAYER 


Describes Challenge to Duel and 


Bergen’s Nervous Acceptance— 
._Then Scuffle Upstairs. 


—— 


Miss Alice Thornton, hitherto known 
as ‘“‘the mysterious blonde,’’ who es- 
caped from George Cline’s home. at 
Edgewater, N. J., after the shooting of’ 
‘‘Handsome Jack’’ Bergen, yesterday 
projected herself in a new rdéle on the 
screen of the real life melodrama that 
ended in the death of the movie dare- 
devil because he wronged the wife of 
the location man. 

Young, pretty and light-hearted, the 
girl pictured herself as the sweetheart 
of Bergen before she discovered his af- 
fair with the married woman, adding 
the character of the jealous woman to 
the other dramatis personae in the 
scenario or the murder mystery. Thus 
she filled in the gap that had existed 
in the continuity—for, while it was al- 
ready known how she had told Cline 
about Bergen and Mrs. Cline and how 
she had been invited to the house on 
the Palisade cliffs last Friday night 
to confront Bergen with what she had 
seen, it had not yet been told why she 
had played the part of the informer. 

From Miss Thornton's interview, and 
from an interview given by Mrs. Cline 
yesterday, it appeared that Miss Thorn- 
ton also played an innocent part in 
sending Bergen to his death on Friday 
night. For, Mrs. Cline says, when Ber- 
gen finally agreed to her husband’s pro- 
posal of a duel in the dark bedroom up- 
stairs, afid said, ‘ All right, I'll fight.”

Giant Airplane Engines 
Give British Great Range

LONDON, Aug. 29.—A big develop- 

ment in: the use of airplanes in 

war is predicted as a result of the 
giant engines which are being or- 
dered by the British .Government. 

These engines, six of which have 

been ordered, are of 1,000 horsepower 

and capable of 1,800 revolutions a 

minute. 

The statement is made that the 
new airplanes will have a range of 
2,500 to 3,000’miles; but the Air Min- 
istry explains the range will depend 
in great measure on the type of ma- 
chine to which the engine is fitted 
and on the purpose for which the 
machine is intended. The new eneine 
was designed and built by the Messrs. 
Napier and was the outcome of sev- 
eral years’ experiment and research. 
It has sixteen cylinders and has run 
satisfactorily for thirty consecutive 
hours on a bench. Its weight Is 
about three pounds per horsepower. 


FLEET OF GLIDERS 
DREAM OF GERMANS 


Huge Motorless Machines That 
Can Travel Thousands of 
Miles Without Landing. 


PLAN TO CHART THE AIR 


Great Airship to Be Used as 
Flying Laboratory to Study 
and Mark All Currents. 


Special Cable to THE New York TIMEs. 
LONDON, Aug. 29.—A fleet of huge 
gliders whick can travel thousands of 


{miles without landing, says the Daily 


Chronicle's aeronautical correspondent, 
is the dream and ambitiof of German 
scientists who are developing motorless 
aircraft. . 

These big sailing ships of the air will 


| be cheap and light and their non-stop 


| 


flights will be made possible by im- 
provements in construction and univer- 
sal charting of the air. To discover and 
study the air currents an airship will be 
employed by the German experts as a 
flying laboratery. The correspondent 
writes: 

‘* What. German science now plans is 
universal eharting of the entire ocean 
of air so that wind-borne motoriess 


ean be made for hundreds of thousands 
of miles: This scheme entails, for one 
thing, equipment of a great air ship as 
an extraordinary flying laboratory. 

‘‘ Designed and fitted up exclusively 
for air studying and charting actuaily 
within the ocean of air itself, this big 
airship with a small crew of scientists 
and meterologists on board will be able 
to cast off from earth and remain cruis- 
ing slowly in the aerial sea for fifteen 
days at a spell. 

‘“In the German laboratories now are 
plans and designs for motorless soarers 
so amazingly efficient that they will put 


perf{mental machines flqwn lately by 
Martens and Heutzen. The aim is to 
improve the gliding angle of craft to 
make its wings carry it so many feet 
farther forward for every foot it sinks 
under the inexorable pull of gravity. 

‘At first a forward glide of fifteen 
feet for every foot sunk was consid- 
ered wonderful. Then the laboratories 
went one. better. A gliding angle of 
sixteen feet for every foot lost was ac- 
complished. And now today, planning 
a mechanical bird which shall be built 
of aluminium metal alloys, German sci- 
entists aim to endow this machine with 
wings of such efficiency that even when 
unsupported by upgusts of winds and 
merely gliding motorless through still 
air they will enable a skilled pilot to 
guide his craft so that it enters a suc- 
cession of upward wind waves to pro- 
long his flight almost indefinitely and 
ride the wind with practically the same 
freedom as a bird. 

“The - underlying aim of German 
science is to develop an amazingly 
cheap, important and entirely new mode 
of transport that will be conducted as 
a regular sailing ship of the air—a ma- 
chine tremendously large, exceeding in 
size anything we have seen or even 
dreamed of today. 

“This machine, as, German science 
now sees it, will have vast widespread 
sails or planes. It will be launched into 
the arefal ocean down from a long slip- 
way, and once in its chosen medium it 
will be sailed motorless by its crew to 
any distant air port that it is desired 
to reach, soaring here and there in 
mighty wind trends and extracting all 
the power needed from the air itself.” 


TEAR GAS STOPS RIOT.

IONIA, Mich., Aug. 29.—State police 
are stationed at the State reformatory 
here this morning as the result of an 
outbreak among the inmates late last 
night that was suppressed only when 
tear gas was poured into one of the 
dormitories where the rioting centred.

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 29.—Senator 
Hiram W. Johnson took the lead tonight- 
over his opponent, Charles C. Moore, 
for the Republican Senatorial nomina- 
tion. 

Returns at 10:30 o’clock (2:30 A. 
Wednesday, New York time) from 755 
incomplete precincts out of 6,695 gave 
Johnson 13,275; Moore, 9,795. 

Incomplete returns from 848 precincts 
for Republican necminee for Governor 
gave State Treasurer Richardson 15,184, 
Governor Stephens. 14,808. 

The slow count throughout the State, 
according to indications, was apparently 
due to a large number of inexperienced 
election officials. 

Incomplete returns from #47 precincts 
seattered throughout the State, the 
heaviest voting being from Los Angeles, 
which was considered a Moore strong- 
hold, had given Moore 5,237; Johnson 
2,636. 

At 10:45 tonight Senator Jonnson said: 

‘““T have won the. nomination and, of 
course, I am delighted with the result. 
The returns are fragmentary, but the 
result is undoubted and California Re- 
publicans have ‘responded as we were 
certain they would. That the victory 
has been won we are certain.’’ 

Congressman H, Z. Osborne and Wal- 
ter Lineberger had comfortable leads 
over their opponents in the two Los An- 
geles Congressional districts, 

It was sald that from 40 to @0 per 
cent. of the registered voters had cast 
their ballots when the pells closed at 7 
o’clock, Pacific time (11 o’clock, New 
York time). 

The registration is overwhélmingly 
Republican, 927,046 persons—a plurality 
in every county and a majority in most 
—having signified their allegiance to that 
party. The recorded Democratic strength 
was 805,658; the Socialist, 22,511, and 
the Prohibitionist, 21,250.

After approving this measure, which 
vests in the Fuel Administrator dicta- 
torial powers to meet the emergency 
which has arisen out of the existing 
shortage in domestic fuel due to the 
strike-in the anthracite fields, the extra 
session adjourned sine die. Through 
the Governor’s signature the bill has 
become Chapter 673 of the laws of 1922. 
It-goes_into effect immediately. 

Before proceeding to final action, thé

In both branches of the Legislature 
the Democratic leaders attacked the 
bill, which they supported later on the 
ground of the crisis approaching with 
Winter coming on.

The Assembly spent about an hour and 
a half and the Senate two hours in de- 
bating and disposing of the Hylan 
amendments and the Governor's bill.

All were recorded in the affirmative on 
the final roll call. 

Both houses worked under a closure 
rule and with the .doors closed to keep 
members in their seats while the bill 
ways being considered. Governor Miller 
had sent an emergency message to cut 
red tape and expedite its passage. The 
Assembly was first to act, and more 
than a hour later the Senate ‘voted to 
concur with the Lower House.

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MAY GIVE SEIZURE 
POWER 10 HARDING 


Congress Will Be Asked. to Grant 
Authority to Meet Coal and 
Rail Situation. 


MONDELL IS STILL HOSTILE

He Insists Leaders Will Wait Until 
Greater Need for. Legislation 
Sought Arises.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 29.—The House 
tomorrow will have the opportunity of 
voting on.an.amendment to the coal 
emergency bill granting to the Presi- 
dent discretionary power to take over 
railroads and hard coal mines if such 

drastic action should be demanded. 
Such an amendment, Representative 
Johnson, South Dakota Republican, in- 


tends to offer, he gaid, in response to 
the reported White House announcement 
that the President still desires. such 
discretionary power. Mr. Johnson said 
that he agreed with the advisability of 
giving such authority to the President, 
and thought there was no good reason 
why Congress should delay in acting 
now. 

Judging by the speeches made in the 
House today on the coal control bill, 
there would be no great opposition te 
legislation, giving to the President the 
powers indicated in case of a coal scarc- 
ity and a breakdown in railroad trans- 
portation. 

While the House was moving along 
sleepily this afternoon in debate on the 
coal bill, the Republican leaders were 
surprised by the publication of the Waite 
douse statement that the President had 
not abandoned his desire to have power 
to seize the railroads and mines. The 
leauers had been told no later than yes- 
terday afternoon that the President did 
not. think such legislation was now 
desirable and that the new policy was 
to curtail the passenger rail movement 
to increase coal transportation. 


Huddleston Asks Reason for Delay. 


Representative Huddleston of Ala- 
bama asked the Republican leaders 
about this information and demanded 


to know why they delayed reporting a 
bill carrying out the President's ideas. 
“What does the President want to 
40?’ he asked Representative Winslow, 
in charge of the coal bill. ‘** What is the 
latest from the White House? If the 
President wants Congress to delegate 
this power to him, why do we not give 
‘*, refer you to the President,”’ 


replied 
Repicsentative Winslow. 

‘Why cannot the President's spokes- 
man tell us what is in the President's 
mind now?"’ insisted Mr. Huddleston. 
“Mr. Hoover told us yesterday that all 
the Administration wanted now was the 
Coal Control bill and now The Asso- 
ciated Press reports the President as 
saying that he wants the authority to 
seize the mines and railroads when the 
emergency may arise. This is the only 
remedy and I, for one, am ready to give 
it to him now; why does he now ask it 
of Congress? ”’ 

The leaders were disconcerted by the 
reported news from the White House, as 
it gave hope to the radicals that an 
amendment to the pending bill would 
win strong approval and bring the coal 
situation to a sharp and decisive focus. 
They admitted that if the President did 
not maintain a fixed policy as to the 
legislation necessary to deal withthe 
strikes, it would be impossible to con- 
trol the mounting sentiment in the 
House for Government control of the 
mines and railroads, 

Representative Mondell, the Republi- 
can floor leader, quieted the fears of 
the conservatives by telling them that 
the President did not want discretionary 
powers to seize the mines and railroads. 
Congress, he said, would be in session 
until fhe rail and coal strikes had either | 
been settled or reached a stage where 
masterful Federal action was needed. In 
other words, leaders in Congress intend- } 
ed to deal with the trouble attending | 
these strikes as they arose and were | 
unwilling to grant any power in ad-| 
vance to the President. If conditions 
become so serious as to make it neces- 
sary in the public welfare to seize some 
of the railroads and mines, Congress 
would act when ‘that condition arose 
and then in a mandatory way. 

‘‘In my opinion Congress is not likely 
to take any action looking to the taking 
over of mines or railroads in times of 
peace,’’ said Representative Mondell, 
“except in the face and presence of an 
emergency so immediate and pressing 
that such action would constitute the 
only way out. I do not anticipate such 
an emergency.”’ | 

Hardly had the House settled down to 
its even tenor again when the leadeérs |! 
were again disturbed by the information| 
that Representative Anderson of Minne- 
sota was prepared to force consideration 
tomorrow of an amendment to the Coal 
Control bill for the establishment of a 
Federal agency to buy and sell coal. 
He said that he agreed with the Presi- 
dent’s address that this was the only 
way the Federal Government could pre- 
vent profiteering in fuel. 

The chief premises in Representative 
Anderson's proposed amendment are: 

“Tf the President shall be of the opin- 
ton that he can thereby better meet the 
emergency, and whenever in his judg- 
ment it shall be necessary, he is hereby 
authorized and empowered to require 
any and all producers of coal and coke, 
either in any special area or in any 
special coal field or in the United 
States, to sell the product or any part 
thereof nea 8 to the United States, 
through such agency as may be desig-| 
nated or created by him, and to make} 
payment of the purchase price 
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thereof | 
to the producers thereof or to the per- 

sons legally entitled to such payment. 
‘““The agency designated or created by 
the President may re-sell coal or coke 
so purchased -under such rules and 
regulations touching the price, shipment, 
distribution, apportionment and storage 
thereof among or’to dealers and con- 
sumers aS may be necessary to secure} 
equitable distribution thereof.'’ |

Little Opposition to Coal Control. 


Indications tonight are that the House 
will be called on tomorrow to decide 


whether the time has come when all of | 
the suggestions to deal with the coal | 
problem should be combined in one bill, | 
with broad and sweeping powers. 

The debate today showed plainly that 
there was no*pronounced opposition to 
the coal distributing and control bill. 
Ih fact, nearly every speaker indicated | 
that. he was willing to give to the Ad- 
ministration more power than that car- 
ried in the bill, forecasting a spirited 
session tomorrow when attempts are! 
made to engraft on the pending bill the | 
buying and selling coal agency pro-| 
vision and the amendment authorizing | 
the President, at his discretion, to take | 
over mines and railroads. 

Representative Newton of Minnesota 
opened the debate on the coal control 
bill, saying: 

“Unless action is taken by: Congress 
because of the present shortage in the 
car supply and the previous shortage in 
production, we are going to have what | 
we had two years ago, a buyers’ panic. | 
People who must have coal are going to, 
bid the limit to get it. We know the 
power of the purse is no proper -basis 
upon which to predicate distribution of 
coal. Industries and individuals of 
small means cannot compete in the open 
market with those who are bidding 
prices to the limit. 

‘‘When a great people are threatened 
with such a crisis, surely there rests in 
the, Government the power to cope with 
the situation.” 

Mr, Newton gave a detailed explana- 
tion of how it is proposed to distribute 
coal through a fuel distributor to be ap- 
pointed by the President and the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission. Coal 
would be taken from the producer to 
meet needs d those asking for coal 
would be required to put up either cash 
or a guaranty of payment. 

“Suppose, the coal producer,’’ Repre- 
sentative Butler of Perinsylvania inter- 
rupted, ‘‘ says: ‘The price of my coal 
is $25 a ton and you cannot have it un- 
less you pay that.’ How can we get 
that coal?’ 

‘‘ After demonstrating what would be 
a reasonable price for the coal at the 
mine,’’ Mr. Newton replHed, ‘‘ the Fuel 
Distributor makes a recommendation to 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
that as long as these extortionate prices. 
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are being charged at that particular 
mine no cars shall be furnished to that 
miné to distribute coal.” = 

‘‘Then how am I to get my coal, that 
is what I am after; never mind the fig- 
ures or the priority orders, I want coal,” 
Mr. Butler persisted. - 

‘* There is a greater production of coal 
than there are cars and locomotives 
available to distribute it,’’ Mr. Newton 
answered, ‘‘So long as that condition 
continues there is going to be bidding 
among the shippers for cars. If there 
is power to withhold cars from these ex- 
tortionate mine owners they are not 
going to be able to dispose of their 
product at once and will come down in 
their prices,’’ ; 

*‘ Bidding will not affect the price of 
coal in the lIeast,’’ Mr. Newton con- 
tended, ‘‘if the Winslow bill is passed. 
The operator will be forced to sell at 
a price not higher than that set by the 
Fuel Distributor.’’ 


Mondell Fears High Prices. 


Mr. Mondell stated on the floor that 
although he _ belleved / Congress was 


called on to take some action against 
possible extortionate coal prices,.he did 
*‘ pot believe that legislation of this kind 
will wholly perform its expected pur- 
poses.’’ ‘‘We can scarcely excuse our- 
selves. to our constituents and to the 
country if we do not do something to 
prevent profiteering, but our very ef- 
forts to better affairs and keep prices 
reasonable is likely to maintain a high 
level of prices when the emergency is 
passed and normal conditions obtain,” 
he added. 

“I hope that with the passage of this 
bill some one willbe found who will not 
try to run the whole coal business of 
the United States with the evils of Gov- 
ernment distribution,” he continued. 
‘The danger always is, and the prac- 
tice during the last Administration was, 
to draw the whole coal business of a 
nation through the keyhole of an ad- 
ministrative office. 

“T vote for this bill because I believe 
that legislatién under the circumstances 
is probably necessary. I do not yote 
for it with a great enthusiasm but be- 
cause I ‘hope it will help check the 
yg hang D I pray that the occasions will 

e few when our Republic will be called 
upon to enact such legislation.” 

The report of the Senate Interstate 
Commerce Committee on Senator Cum- 
mins’s bill to regulate the distribution 
and prices of coal and to enlarge the 
powers of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission in establishing priorities, pre- 
nt to the Senate today, read in 
part: 

* Section II., which is the vital part of 
the bill, enlarges the authority of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission so 
that it may issue orders for priorities 
and for embargoes ‘to prevent upon the 
part of any person, partnership, emg 
ciation or corporation the purchase or 
sale of coal or other fuel at prices un- 
justly or unreasonably high.’ 

‘‘Inasmuch as the strike in most of 
the bituminous coal fields has been 
brought to an end, the bituminous coal 
production will constantly increase, and 
if it could be assumed that the railroads 
could move promptly the coal that will 
be mined, it might be that the oppor- 
tunity for extortion would shortly dis- 
appear. The fact is, however, that some 
of the railroads which carry a large 
part of the coal traffic are, by reason 
of the railroad strike, unable to move 
the coal that is actually being produced 
to the points of destination, and, there- 
fore, unless the railroads can speedily 
increase their facilities the coal short- 
age in many parts of the country is 
bound to continue and we will be in 
exactly the same position as though the 
coal were not being produced. When 
the anthracite coal fields resume pro- 
duction, the conditions in that industry 
will be the same as they now are in the 
bituminous industry. 

*' It seems to the committee that Con- 
gress must choose between a measure 
of this character or allowing the con- 
sumers of coal to be plundered by the 
avarice of those who are willing to 
seize the opportunity to sell coal at a 
price that cannot be justified. : 

“It is to be observed that the action } 
of the commission under the authority 
which it has, or under the authority | 
which this bill gives it, is directed | 
solely to interstate railroad carriers and | 
will operate to prevent the transporta- 
tion of coal under certain conditions, | 
the control being confined to interstate | 
shipments. The transactions wholly | 
within a State must be dealt with by| 
the State authorities. 

‘Sections 3 and 4 of the bill author- | 
ize the President to appoint a Federal | 
Fuel Distributer and this distributer | 
does nothing more than to help carry 
out the orders of the Interstate Com-| 
to make the néces- | 
sary investigations and to recommend | 
to the commission the priorities and em- 
bargoes which, in the opinion of the 
‘distributer, should be issued and estab- | 
lished.”’ i 

The bill was amended in committee 
so that ‘‘in no event shall it continue 
in force and effect for longer than one 
year fromthe passage thereof."’ 





STRIKE IS ENDED | 
IN PITTSBURGH FIELDS. 


Bituminous Operators to Open 
Fifty-Three Mines, Employ- 
ing 12,500 Men.

PITTSBURGH, Aug. 29.—Excepting 
for the Pittsburgh Coal Company, the 
bituminous coal strike in the union 
fields of Western Pennsylvania, which 
hag now rounded out its fifth month, 


passed into history late today when the 
Pittsburgh ‘Coal’ Producers’ Association, 
the chief operators’ association in this 
district, signed a supplemental agree- 
ment with District 5, United Mine 
Workers, to reopen fifty-three mines, 
employing 12,500, under the terms: of the 
Cleveland settlement. 

This settiement, bitterly opposed by 
this association hoth before. and after it 
was negotiated in the interstate joint 
conference of operators in the Ohio City 
concluded Aug. 15, provides: 

1. Re-establishing of the union wages 
as they existed March 31 last, when the 
strike started—the 1920-22 wages—and 
then existing working conditions, tn- 
cluding the checking off or collecting by 
{he company of union dues and assess- 
ments, until March 31, 1923. 

2. Agreement to enter a representa- 
tive joint conference of operators and 
mine workers to assemble Oct, 2 in 
Cleveland to arrenge for negotiating a 
new wage agreement after March 31 
next. 

3. Agreement to participate in the se- 
lection of a joint commission of oper- 
ators and mine workers—whose person- 
nel is to be approved by President Hard- 
ing—to make a fact-finding study of the 
bituminous coal industry of the country, 


BIG FOUR” DENIES RUMOR. 


Leaders at Cleveland Denounce Re- 
port of Contract Abrogation Plan. 


CLEVLAND, Ohio, Aug. 29 (Associ- 
ated Press).

Four’’ brotherhoods met here today, 
prepared a cireular to be sent to their 


members and adjourned until tomorrow, 
when, it was said, only routine matters 
would be diacussed.

‘*T wish you would nail that story as 
a ridiculous lie,’’ Mr. Lee told The As- 
sociated Press. ‘' Nothing like that was 
mentioned at the meeting, and I know 
positively that no such thought ever 
was in the minds of the brotherhood 
leaders. You cannot deny it too 
strongly.”’

FEDERAL INSPECTORS FEW 


Only Fifty Are Assigned to 70,000 
Locomotives——Half Those Ex- 
amined Need Repairs.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 29.—Violations 
of the law requiring inspections of rail- 
way locomotives by the carriers are ad- 
mitted in a report submitted to the 
Senate today by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. e. 

“It is impossible for us to accurately 
report the extent of such violations,’’ 
the report states. and adds: ‘‘ Inspec- 
tion of locomotive /boilers is at pres- 
ent: being made in tl Federal locomo- 
tive boiler inspection districts by our 
inspectors, but all inspections by the 
carriers as contemplated in Seetion 5 
of the act are not being made by and 
upon all common carriers engaged in 
interstate commerce. The reports from 
our inspectors indicate a very genera} 
let down in the matter of inspection 
by the carriers, which gives cause for 
concern.” 

In a summary of the result of inspec- 
tions by tne commission’s officials in 
July, the first month of the strike, the 
report says: 

‘There are indications as to condi- 
tions generally, and certain deductions 
and conclusions may be drawn from the 
conditions disclosed by the work of our 
inspectors during the month of July. 
At 1,717 different points they made per- 
sonal inspections of 4,085 locomiotives. 
Of these 2,456 disclosed defects of varied 
character and more or less serious; 169 
were found to be in such condition that 
they were not safe to operate and no- 
tices were served upon the carriers re- 
quiring them to be withdrawn from 
service. Of the others 992 were found 


to have defects less serious in character, 
but in need of prompt attention. In 
1,295 cases defects, though not such as 
te give cause for immediate concern, 
were such as in accordance with sound 
practice should have attention.”’ 


The Commission's Report. 


The Interstate Commerce Commission's 
report to the Senate follows: 

Aug. 29, 1922. 

‘* By the Commission: : 

‘“* The following report is submitted In 
response to Senate Resolution 327, read- 
ing: 

*** Resolved, That the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission is hereby required 
and directed to report to the Senate 
whether or not the provisions of the act 
entitled, ‘‘ an act to promote the safety 
of employes and travelers upon railroads 
by compelling common carriers engaged | 
in 
locomotives with safe and suitable boil- 
ers and appurtenances thereto,’’ ap-| 
proved Feb. 17, 1911, and the amendment |

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with the varying situations and condi- 
tions in that manner which is deemed 
likely to accomplish the best practical 
results, The exercise of discretion and 


judgment is always involved. Obviously 
a locomotive may be defective and in 
need of repairs and yet be in a condi- 
tion in which it is safe to operate with- 
out actual peril to life or Mmb. In 
Many instances defects discovered and 
brought to the attention of carrier rep- 
resentatives are immediately repaired 
without retiring the locomotive. nder 
Section 6 of the act notice is given of 
the more serious defects and the loco- 
motives are required to be repaired. 

‘While we are not in a position to 
mhake report regarding the condition of 
all locomotives and-the extent to which 
the requirements as to inspection and 
repairs are not being complied with cur- 
rentiy, ‘there are indications as to con- 
ditions generally, and certain deductions 
and conclusions may be drawn from the 
conditions disclosed by the work of our 
inspectors during the month of July 
last. At 717 different points they made 
personal inspection of 4,085 locométives. 
Of these 2,456 disclosed defects of the 
varied character mentioned above, and 
more or less serious; 169 were found to 
be in such condition that they were not 

safe to operate,’ and notices were 
served upon the carriers under. Section 
6 of the act, requiring them to be with- 
drawn from service. Of the others, 992 
were found to have defects less serious 
in character, but in need of prompt at- 
tention. In 1,295 cases defects, though 
not such as to give cause for imme- 
diate concern, were such as, in accord- 
ance with sound practice, should have 
attention. 

‘““It will be noticed that it is the 
‘use’ of a locomotive not found to be 
in.proper condition and safe to operate, 
and not the condition itself, which is a 
violation of the law. The withdrawal of 
locomotives for repairs, the restoration 
of locomotives to service and the use 
of reserve or surplus locomotives are 
factors contributi uncertainty when 
considering the condition of Jocomotives 
in service to which the act applies. 

‘“* When considering the extent of our 
inspection, cognizance should be taken 
of the fact that the act limits the num- 
ber of inspectors to fifty and that the 
amount directly appropriated to carry 
out its provisions for thé current fiscal 
year is $290,000. This sum may be spent 
n ere rob ae A allotments of $24,166.86, as 

rovided in the anti-deficiency act of 

eb. 26, 1906. The amount expended 
during the month of July, 1922, in carry- 
ing out the requirements of the act was 
$24,025.63, or within $141.23 of the fixed 
monthly pro rata of $24,166.86. Had the 
instructions of the Director of the Bu- 
reau of the Budget to set up a general 
reserve fund of $20,000 been in effect 
during the month of July we would 
have incurred a deficit of $1,525.63." 


Roads’ and Unions’ Deductions Differ.

ers and appurtenances thereto, making it

are in proper condition and safe to op-| 
erate without unnecessary peril to life or | 
limb. The act provides that all boilers / 
shall be inspected from time to time in|} 
accordance with the provisions thereof, | 
and be able to withstand such test or 
tests as may be prescribed in the rules 
and regulations provided therefor. 

‘By Act, approved March 5, 1915, the 
orfginal Act has been made to apply to 
and include the entire locomotive and 
tender and all parts and appurtenances 
thereof. The provisions of the Act as 
amended apply to any common carrier 
or carriers, their officers, agents> and! 
employes, engaged in interstate or for- 
eign commerce. 

‘*As required by the act, the United 
States was divided by us into fifty loco- 
motive boiler-inspection districts and 
one inspector assigned to each of such 
districts. It is required that each in-| 
spector shall make’ personal inspection | 
of locomotives under his care from time 
to time as may be necessary to fully 
carry out the provisions of the act and 
as anay be consistent with his other 
duties, but he shall not be required to 
make such inspections at stated times 
or at regular intervals. 


Instances of Violations. 


‘‘ Specifically, as to the matters 
cluded within the Senate Resolution: 
‘‘TInstances have been brought to our 
attention where, in our opinion, the act, 


as amended, referred to in_ resolution 
327 recently has been violated. 

**It is impossible for us to accurately | 
report the extent of such violations. 

“ Inspection of locomotive botiers is at 
present being made in all Feaeral loco- 
motive boller-inspection districts by our 
inspectors, but all inspections by the, 
contemplated in Section 5| 
of the act are not being made by and 
upon all common carriers engaged in in- 
terstate commerce. The reports from 
our inspectors indicate a very general 
let down in the matter of inspection by 
the carriers, which gives cause for con- 
cern. The carriers report various rea- 
sons for not making these inspections. 
Some of the reasons assigned are as fol- 
lows: 

‘“*No monthly inspection made of this 
engine since 6-12-22 account of not hav- 
ing competent inspectors in the service 
due to the walkout of the shopcrafts. 

‘* Unable to make inspection account 
insufficient help due to strike. 

***« Not inspected account strike. 

‘** Inspection not made July. 

‘©* Unable to make inspections or tests 
account strike conditions.’ 

“There are approximately 70,000 loco- 
motives within the general purview of 
the act. A determination as to the ex- 
tent to which the act gurrently is being 
violated would involve’ ascertainment, of 
the* condition of each locomotive and 
information as to the use being made 
thereof. The condition varies even as 
to the same locomotive from day to day. 
It is not possible -for us to make this 
determination. 

“The locomotives referred to are} 
housed or located at 4,600 different 
points and are operated on more than 
265,000 miles of railroads. We are per- 
mitted by the act to have fifty district 
inspectors. During July last they made 
717 separate inspections covering 4,085; 
locomotives and tenders on 162 railroads. 
The July activity of our inspectors is 
typical. The act does not contemplate 
that our inspectors shall inspect all lo- 
comotives. Section 6 of the act provides 
that the inspectors’ ‘ first duty shall be 
to see that the carriers make inspection 
in accordance with the rules and régu- 
lations established and approved by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission and 
that carriers repair the defects which 
such inspections disclose before the 
boiler or boilers or appurtenances per- 
taining thereto are again put into ser- 
vice,’

Denying reports that equipment was 
in bad condition and service might be 
curtailed, the Eastern railroads an- 
nounced yesterday that they expected 
mo difficuity in successfully handling 
*“ Labor Day passenger business.’’' They 
sald that travelers need have no fear 
of not reaching their destinations, and 
“with only the normal inconvenience 
incident to holiday peak travel.” 

With the announcement yesterday by 
Daniel Willard, President of the Balti- 
more & Ohio Railroad, that he had defi- 
nitely abandoned all efforts for peace, 
executives said they expected no further 
influences of importance that would 
block the carriers’ present policy in 
handling tne strike, which they 
‘‘was the only way to restore service 
and beat the strike.” 

Executives. were unanimous in the 
opinion that the continuance of the pres- 


ent. rate of recruiting wouid man the 
shops fully within six weeks 
throughout the country, thereby 
pletely breaking the strike. 

The statement of Mr. Willard, who led 
the small group of railroad executives 
that discussed separate peace with the 
shop craft, unions, declared the roads 
must not yield on the seniority issue, 
but must “ keep their obligations to the 
men who are in their employ.”’

HERRIN MURDERERS 
REVEALEDININOUIRY 


Witnesses Tell Names Under 
‘ Secrecy Pledge-—One Hun- 
dred May Be Indicted. 


SOME SHIELD THE RIOTERS 





Several Witnesses Fear to Tell All’ 
They Know and One Refuses 
Any Testimony. 


Special to The-New York Times. 

_ MARION, Ill, Aug. .20.—Evidence lead- 
ing directly  té6.some. of the men re- 
sponsible for the Herrin, mine massacre 
of June 22 was presented today to the 
.Special Grand Jury. The names of men 
(Who did’ the killing and the names of 
the leaders of the mob wete given in 
Secret by & witness who cannot be 
named. 


In the sweltering inner room of the 
old Court House, with guard? at the 
doors, men who sold guns to rioters and 
men who saw the march of death gave 
evidence which is-expected to result in 
the indictment of at least 100 persons be- 
fore the session is ended. Attorney Gen- 
eral Brundage expects to get some of 
the ‘‘ big ones’ in this net. 

| Allan P, Findlay, a consulting engineer 

of Chicago, former time keeper at the 
Southern Illinois Coal Company strip 
mine, gave the most grapnte description 
of the attack’ on the mine, the march 
to Herrin under the white flag and the 
massacre at the barbed wire fence. He 
was one who had a miraculous escape. 
Left for “-ad on the field of battle with 
his hai itangled tn the barbed wire, 
shot in .we back and in the foot, he 
awoke, he told the jury, to see the 
Sheriff leaning over him: ‘‘There’s that 
time keeper, He’ll keep no more books,” 
he heard the Sheriff say, and saw this 
officer pass on. It was some one else 
who came to his aid. 

Findlay came to Marion from Chicago 
today under protection of two guards. 
He had received a note slipped under 
the door of his home In Chicago threat- 
ening him with deatn 1f he appeared 


here. He still limps and suffers from 
his wounded foot, but hid his limp and 
the pain today in fear that some one 
would recognize him. He was taken 
into the Grand Jury room after luncheon 
and departed at 5 o'clock, with several 
men to watch him, and he will be 
guarded from this time on. 

He is the only one of the survivors 
able to appreciate the significance of 
{what went on at the mine and to pic- 
ture the tragedy with teliing effect. He 
| described men in the mob and said that 
j}at one point in the march away from the 
|mine the rioters met an automobile and 
|he heard men whisper that ‘‘ those are 
junion officials.”’ It was after that that 
a new leader took cnarge of the situation 
and the murders took place, 

The phrase “ nothing will come of it,” 
referring to possible prosecutions for the 
| Herrin massacre, is losing force in these 
parts. Union leaders think indictments 
inevitable. The union will throw its de- 
| fense around those indicted, not on the 
theory that murder and lawlessness 
should be condoned and protected, but 
that these men may be innocent, and that 
anyway this is a ‘‘war” and the 
National Coal Association is taking ad- 
vantage of the situation to try to break 
the unions. 

Names of witnesses who appear before 
the Grand Jury are not made public, at 
the request of that body, on the ground 
that publication might interfere with the 
course of justice. WEverything is placid 
enough on the surface. 

The miners are at work and apparently 
paying no attention to the inquiry, But 
underneath there is an element of fear 
on the part of witnesses. Some have 
refused to give names of men they saw 
in the ammunition riots that preceded 
tthe mine riot.

CLASH: AT VIENNA CONGRESS 


Parliamentarians Object to the In- 
jection of Free Trade Arguments. 


VIENNA, Aug. 29.—A sensational inei- 
dent occurred at yesterday’s session of. 
the Interparliamentary Union Confer- 
encé here when M. Treub of Holland, 
after reading a paper on international 
commerce, departed from his subject to 
advocate international free trade. He 
denounced what he termed the chauvi- 
nistic trade barrierg erected by the 
newly formed Eurdpean States and pre- 
sented a resolution for the summoning 
of a world conference to abolish tariffs.

~ WASHINGTON, Aug. 29.—Mrs. Mary 
Louisa Webb, residing. at the Hadleigh 
Apartments in this city, made public 
tonight a memorial, copies of which are 
elaborately printed, which, she says, 
she has sent to Vice President Coolidge 
to be laid before the Senate tomorrow. 
The memorial. offers, in effect, to cede 
to the Government the interest she 
claims to have in valuable lands con- 
trolled. by the Colorado and Red River 
Land Company. . 

In the memorial Mrs. Webb says that 
Thomas De Witt Cuyler of New York, 
Chairman of the Association of Railway 
Executives, is the residuary. legatee of 
the land company. She says that her 
portion of the land company’s holdings 
obtained by her through inheritance in 
1917 ‘‘ having been held under a con- 
structive trusteeship from the beginning 
and having been fraudulently withheld 
from her and commingled with the prop- 
erty of others, gives her a pewertai | 
claim upon the whole property inherited 
by the said Thomas De Witt Cuyler 


as residuary legatee and constructive 
trustee.’’ 


Mrs. Webb offers in her memorial to; | 
transfer to the. United States Govern- 
ment -her full rights under this claimed 
inheritance ‘‘to the énd that the Federal 
Government may thereby clear its title 
to much of its public lands, recover 
vast sums of money id to the said 
land company, its heirs and assigns, 
and come into a commanding position 
in the ownership of important railways, 
mines, oil wells, water power sites, &c.” | 

The memoria: contains a history of the 
claim dating back to cessions made by 
by the Mexican Government in 1826 and | 
1828. Mrs, Webb says that the Colorado | 
and. Red River Company was organized 
in 1835 by Ebenezer Jesup, who exe- | 
cuted, through Joseph Shatswell, her | 
father, of Salem, Mass., certificates call- | 
ing for 4,000 acres owned by the land 
company. The Shatswell property, she | 
asserts, was fraudulently commingled | 
with property of which Jesup was trus- | 
tee, and that Maria Van Antwerp de| 
Witt Jesup inherited the Jesup holdings | 
and they became the property of her | 
nephew, T..De Witt Cuyler, when she 
died in 1914. 

In a letter addressed to Vice Presi- | 
dent .Coolidige accompanying the memo- | 
rial, Mrs. Webb discusses the present 
industrial situation, says that the sirug- 
gle between capital and labor cannot 
much longer avert civil war and that! 
she had known for years that “I held | 
in my hand* the instrument which | 
would, at the proper time, put this Gov- 
ernment in a position to dissolve many 
of its difficulties." Her idea appears | 
to be that with the Government in con- 
trol of the large properties she claims, 
it would be in a position to prevent in- | 
dustrial depression.

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MERCURY KILLED 
- MRS. WAINWRIGHT 


Had Illegal Operation Shortly 
Before Her Death, Phy- 
sicians Testify. 


INQUEST. AWAITS ANALYSIS 


Dr. Musante Says Attorney Wait 
- Told Him He'Had Destroyed One 
, of Two Prescriptions.

MINEOLA, L. 1.; Aug. 29—Four phy- 
sicians testified here today at the in- 
quest into the death of Mrs, Catherine 
Wainright last Saturday at the Nassau 
Hospital that there was plain evidence 
that the woman had undergone an ille- 
gal operation shortly before her death 
from mercury poisoning. 

Before Coroner Kohler opened the in- 
quest District Attorney Weeks requested 


all who had been summoned as wit- 
nesses to stay in an adjoining room 
until they were called. to the stand. 
Among those who appéared at the Court 
House in connection with the inquest, 
’ though not under subpoena, was Jonn C. 
Wait, a lawyer, with an office in the 
Woolworth Building in New York, and 


who, it was said, was described by Mrs. | 


Wainright to County - Detective Miller 
two days before her death as her best 
friend. Wait came to Mineola with the 
father, mother and sister of the dead 
woman, and two nurses. 

Dr. Joseph B. Musante of Tyson Ave- 
nue, Floral Park, the first witness 
called by District Attorney Weeks, tes- 
tifled that on the morning of Monday, 
Aug. 21, he was called to Mrs. Wain- 
right’s home at 220: Lowell Avenue, 
Floral Park, by Mr. Wait. He said he 
found Mrs. Wainright in a serious con- 
dition from what he diagnosed as 
gastro-intestinal infection. Mrs. Wain- 
right told him, Dr. Musante testified, 
that she had suffered many violent 
vomiting spells since the preceding Sat- 
urday, when she returned from New 
York with Mr. Wait, with whom she 
had luncheon. 


Blamed Bad Food or Poison. 


She expressed the belief, the physi- 
@ian said, that her illness was caused 
by bad food or poison, and he wrote out 
two prescriptions. 
eontinued, he returned and asked ‘Mrs. 
Wainwright's mother, Mrs. Catherine 
Cusack, whether the medicines had been 
administered. Mrs. Cusack replied that 
but one prescription had been filled 4nd 
that the other, which called for rhubarb 
and soda, had been lost. The physician 
testified that a few minutes later he 
met Wait in the house; that Wait in- 
formed him that the prescription had 
not been lost; that Wait said that he 
Was a chemist, and that .after reading 
the prescription he had destroyed it. 
Dr. Musante said that when he demand- 
ed to know why the prescription had 
been destroyed Mr. Wait told him that 
**he had better soda in the house.”’ 

‘““Did Wait say he had administered 
any of the soda in thé house to the pa- 
tient?’ asked Coroner Kohler. 

*“* No,’ résponded the witness. 

‘“*Did Mr: Wait &t any time tell you 
he was. a lawyer?’’.the Prosecutor 
asked. 


‘*He did not; he had told me he was | 


a chemist.” 

The next day, Dr. Musante said, he 
got the impression from what he had 
overheard in the house that Wait was 
either a member of the family or a close 
friend. He said that on Tues@day even- 
ing, the second day of his attendance 
on the patient, Wait called at his office 
and started to question him about Mrs. 
Wainwright’s’ illness, The physician 
said that he demanded to know what 
caused Wait’s interést in the case, and 
when he asked if Wait was related to 
Mrs. Wainwright the caller abruptly 
broke off the conversation and left. 

Mrs. Wainwright had refused to go to 
the hospital, the witness said, but when 
he saw on Wednesday that she was get- 
ting worse he called in Dr. Gustave A. 
Fensterer of Floral Park, operating 
surgeon at the Nassau Mospital here, 
who after a brief examination ordered 
her to the hospital. 

Dr. Fensterer, called as a witness, said 
that he couldn’t get Mrs. Wainwright 


to make a statement regarding the cause | 


of her illness, although, he suspected 
mereury poisoning. he next day, he 


sald, he operated on Mrs. Wainwright | 


and discovered that she had_undergone 
an illegal operation ‘‘ three or four days 
before.”’ He couldn’t determine whether 
the operation had been effected with 
frags or instruments. He said that when 
he first examined the woman his atten- 
tion was drawn to the peculiar odor of 
ber breath. ‘‘I asked her ‘Did you 
swallow any poison?’ ’’.the surgeon con- 
tinued, ‘‘ and-she replied ‘ No.’ ” 

Dr. Fensterer said Mrs. Wainwright 
admitted that she occasionally had used 
bichloride of mercury, and added that 
his operation revealed mercury poison- 
ing. Soon after the operation, said Dr. 
Fensterer, Wait called at the hospital 
and asked about Mrs. Wainwright’s 
condition. 


Said Woman Would Die. 


“I told him that Mrs. Wainwright 
was going to die,’’ said the surgeon, 


“and he asked: ‘What makes you think 
so?’ ‘Who are you?’ I asked him, and 
he told me that. he was the man who 
was going to pay Mrs. Wainwright's 
bills. Then he said; ‘Isn’t it possible 
that she might havé taken poison—ar- 
senic or. something like that?’ but I cut 
short the conversation when he said 
he would have to communicate with her 
husband in South Ameéfica.”’ be 

Dr. Santos B. Lucent, resident physi- 
clan of the hospital, testified that he 
aided Dr. Fensterer in the operation and 
that the next day Wait called at the 
hospital and said he w&s the lawyer 
for Mrs. Wainright’s family. Dr. 
Lucent said that when he told the 
lawyer that there was no possibility of 
Mrs. Wainright’s recovery, Wait asked 
him whether the physician thought, it 
advisable for the lawyer to draw up a 
will for the patient. Dr. A. L. Higgins 
of Rockville Centre, who performed the 
autopsy, said that Mrs. Wainright had 
been in a delicate condition for three 
months and there were unmistakable 
signs that she had undergone an illegal 
operation. Dr. Phipps, who assisted 
him in the autopsy, testified that Mrs. 
Wainright died of ‘“‘ acute nephritis due 
to some poison.’’ 

Jean B. MacDonald, Superintendent of 
the Midwood Sanitarlum at Flatbush, 
denied on the stand that Mrs. Wain- 
righ had been a patient at the sani- 
tarlum. She said she had known Mrs. 
Wainright and the other members of 
the family for many years and that on 
Aug. 22, Mrs. Grace Hornby, Mrs. Wain- 
right’s sister, of 202 Van Wyck Boule- 
vard, Richmond Hill, telephoned to her 
that Mrs. Wainright was very ill. She 
went to Mrs. Wainright’s house that 
night. Miss MacDonald Said she knew 
Wait and that Mrs. Wainright had been 
in the lawyer’s employ for twent¥. vears 
before her marriage to Robert C. Wain- 
right, a civil engineer, in 1918. She had 
mever seen Mr. Wainright, but she un- 


derstood that the couple lived in Spring- | 


field, Ill.,.from the time of their mar- 
riage until the husbarid started for 
South America last Apeil 

Michael R. Cusack, Mrs. ‘Wainwright's 
father, testified his daughter had been 
married to Wainwright in Norfolk, Va., 
and that they had one child, Phyllis, 
now nearly 3 years old. Wainwright, 
he said, was employed by a munitions 
firm in Springfield, and ie he w 
sent to South America Mrs. Wainwrigh 
would not go with him and moved to 
Floral Park last June. Cusack said that 
he had known Wait for more than 
twenty years; that the lawyer had been 
for a time a professor of civil engineer- 
ing in Harvard, and had written many 
books on law. He said that his daugh- 
ter had ‘‘a dee neg " for Wait be- 
cause ‘‘ she had been in his law office 
since she was @ girl and had helped him 
to compile data for his books.’’ 

Asked why Mrs. Wainright visited 
Wait in the latter's office in New York 
on the Saturday preceding her death, 
Cusack sald: 

‘J suppose it was hecause he wanted 
to read her will over to her, or some- 
thing like that.”

“Bergen had introduced me to, the 
Clines, and we had goné on several 
parties together. I gradually began to 
suspect that Bergeh was paying‘ more 
attention to Mrs, Cline than he ought. 
Sometimes he would neglect me and 
devote himself to her. On this day in 
June the three éf- us were at the 
Cline house in Edgewater. Mr. Cline 
was away. I disvoovered their relations 
then, and I don’t think either of them 
knew I had found out. 

“I did not tell Mr, Cline about it at 
first. Several weeks later, howevef— 
one night in July—some .of us were 
dancing in Fort Lee, Cline and I were 
dancing together. Ever since I fiad dis- 
covered What kind of a nian Bergen 


was I had been cold to him, and Cline,’ 


who was loyal to his ffiend, tried to 
make things up between us. -He did 
not know what thé trouble was. I 
told him there was another woman, 
and he wanted to know her name, but 
I did not tell him at first. 
no suspicions at all. ; 

‘Finally, however, it madé me so 
mad to think of Bergen being so de- 
ceitful while Cliné was so loyal to him, 
telling me all the time what a fine, 
loyal friend he had in Bergen, that 
I exploded: ‘%; Don’t trust your 
friends!’

News a Blow to Cline. 


“ Cline appeared to be all knocked out 
by what I had told him. He didn’t say 
anything more about it that night. But 
he. must have begun invéstigating. It 
was a little later that they all went to 
Saranac Lake. I did not go, but I 
heard~ afterward that something, had 
happened up there also. When: they 
came back, Bergen called me up one day 
and told me that I was a fine one to 
have told on him and Mrs, Cline. 

“IT think that Bergen and Mrs. Cline 
must have denfed that there ‘had been 
anything wrong when Cline questioned 
jhim. That was the reason, I believe, 
|that Cline asked Bergen and myself both 
to the house last Friday night. He 
wanted to ask Bergen for the last time 
whether he had been intimate with Mrs. 
Cline and he wanted me té be present 
jto tell what I had seen in case Berger 
| denied it. Cline telephoned in the after- 
noon and asked me to come over that 
night. He did not say in so many words 
what he wanted, but he said that Ber- 
gen was to be there and I understood 
that he wanted to’settle the whole thing. 

‘‘It was about 9 o’clock when I ar- 
rived, and Bergen came in a little later, 
Mrs, Cline and her two brothers, Joseph 
and Lawrence Scullion, also were there. 
They seemed to understand the whole 
situation. The fireworks man came in 
during the row, but he just happened 
in, he did not know what it was about. 

“TI was ready to téll the truth to 
Bergen’s face if he dared lie about it. 
I intended to tell what I had seen that 
@ay in June. But when Bergen came 
in and-saw me, he was. stunhed. We 
had come across the river from Manhat- 
tan on the same ferryboat, and I had 
seen him, but he had not seen me. Un- 
til we met ffi the house, he did not know 
I was to be there. When he saw me 
I guess he decided that it would be no 
usé lying. 

‘Mr. Cline, who was in his shirt 
sleeves, then accused Bergen point 
blank of having had improper relations 
with his wife. Bergen appeared as if 
he thought he could brazen it out. He 
threw back his chest and admitted it. 
Then when Cline denounced him as a 
rat and a traitor he admitted it, say- 
ing: ‘I know I’m a-‘rat.’ 

Epithet Infuriated ‘Husband. 


‘* But when he tried to smooth it over 
he only made it the worse. He took 
Cline aside and tried to tell him it was 
all right because all women were alike, 
and he called his wife—and all women— 
a name that infuriated Cline and made 
us all disgusted. 

“Cline then produced his pistol. He 
broke it and showéd that it was loaded, 
and told Bergen that they would go up- 
stairs to Cline’s bedroom alone, that 
he would get another gun for Bergen, 
and they would fight aduel after turn- 
ing out the light in the room. Bergen 


urned pale at this. I think he must 
have Deon a@ coward at heart, although 
he was always boastful. He started 
walking for the door, saying that it was 
crazy to talk about a duel. Cline, how- 
ever, went after him with the gun, 
stuck it into his back, and made him 
| come back into the centre of the room. 
Mrs..Cline began to scream and tried 
to throw herself between the two men 
but I held her back because I was 
afraid the shooting would start down- 
rs. 
eel this happened in the front hall 
on the first floor. Cline now turned to 
one of his brothers-in-law and asked 
him to go upstairs and get the other 
gun’ for Bergen. This was Charlie 
Scullion. Charlie went upstairs and 
came down in a minute, but we were all 
so excited that I do not remember 
whether he brought the gun down or 
not. I do not recall seeing Charlie 
hand a gun to Berens. and I do not re- 
member Bergen havin 
went upstairs. I recall that Cline had 
told Bergen that he could use the first 
pistol if he liked, and that Cline would 
take the one that Was brought down- 
stairs, but I can’t remember the trans- 
fer being made. 1 can rémember as 
clear as daylight, howéver, that Bergen

went upstairs first and that Cline fol-| 


lowed him with a gun in his hand. 

“The two men disappéared =, the 
stairway, and we were all as quiet as 
death downstairs. Mra. Cline. had_tried 
to follow the men upstairs, but I had 
held her back and had forced her into 
a chair, and she was still, too. We were 
all tense and listening for évery sound. 
It was a terrible scene—to know that 
two men had gone upstairs to fight a 
duel in a room right over our heads, and 
that only one man might ever come 
downstairs alive.

_.Asked whether she believed Cline’s 
story of what happenéd upstairs—that 
he had given Bergen a pistol, that Ber- 
gen had tried to get the drop on him 
while he was turning out the light, and 
that Bergen was shot in a hand-to-hand 
struggle for the weapon—Miss Thornton 
replied in the affirmative.

May Testify for Defense.

He is the own- 
er of the hitherto mysterjous Chevrolet 
automobile that was seen in front of 
Cline’s house at the time of. the shoot- 
ing. Urilo has a factory at Palisade. 
Cline telephoned him Wednesday about 
a pyfotechnical display for a new Fox 
picture. He telephoned again Friday 
and told Urilo to come to see him that

hen Urilo arrived, he_ said, he 
stepped right into the midst of the quar- 
rel. He heard Cline’s accusations and 
Bergen’s admissions and Cline’s. propo- 
sal for a duel. Hé saw Bergen start 
for the door and Cline bring-him back 
at the point of a pistol. Likewise, hé 
saw Charlie Scullion go upstairs after 
the other. pistol but does not remember 
sesing him bring it down.. He is sure 
that Bergen was unarmed when he pre- 
ceeded Cline up the stairway: He heard 
scuffling noises like a quarrel upstairs 
before the shot was fired and is inclined 
to think that one blow was struck be- 
fore the shooting. 


Just before the shot was fired he sald. 
he heard one of the men upstairs say; 


“Fight!” After Bergen went out; he 
seid, Cline came down and said he had 
no time to talk to him about the fire- 
works, and he (Urilo) went out and took 
Miss Thornton to the ferry landing: 


Wife Tells of Tragedy in Tears, 


Mrs.’ Cline’s story of what happened’ 
just before the shooting was especially 
vivid because she told it, tears in her 
eyes, on the véfy place where it had 
occurred. Reporters who went to the 
house at 190 Undercliff Avenue found 
it closed, but Mrs. Cline was next door 
at the home of her parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Scullion, at 192 Undercliff Avenue. 
She is a frail little woman. with deep 
black eyes, a pale skin, and a boyish 
figure, and looks entirely unable to cope 
with her terrible situation. Only 26 
Years old, she is the mother of a boy 
of 7 and a girl of 6, and her beauty 
has faded from toil and suffering. She 
is of an entirely different type ffom 


Miss Thornton. The latter-is the bright, 
self-reliant modern girl; Mrs. Cline is 
of the clinging, dependent type, and 
seems crushed by her misfortunes. 

It was hard to induce her to talk. 
Some of the papers had printed all sorts 
of wild stories. They had pictured her 
husband as @ murderer, whereas he was 
really the best and kindest of men. | SA. 
fine man, always doing big things,’’ she 
described him. ‘ Full of manhood. f 
don’t know why he has to have all this 
suffering. The man who's gone ought 
to be where my hubby is now. He was 
a bad one, and he deserved it.” 

There had been some reports that she 
and her husband had been living apart. 
Thesé had been based on statements 
by detectives that dust was thick in 
some of her rooms. In all the misery 
and tragedy, it was this reflection upon 
her home that had hurt her most. 

‘‘T always kept a good home for 
him,’’ she said plaintively. ‘‘ You can 
ask any of the neighbors. They all 
know [I was a good housekeeper.”’ 

** She-was that—a good housekeeper,”’ 
broke in her mother, Mrs. Scullion. 
**You can go in and look and you'll 
not find a speck of dust anywhere in 
the house.”’ 

This led to A formal invitation to in- 
spect the house, the visitors going out 
the back door of the Scullion’s home and 
entering the back door of, the Cline’s. 
It is a frame cottage, painted green, 
with two stories and attic, situated on 
a terrace high above the Hudson. Mrs. 
Cline had merely spoken the truth as 
to her’ houseKeeping “Virtues—not a 
speck of dust. was to be found. 

Mrs. Cline led the reporters into the 
front hall, where the quarrel had taken 
place. ‘‘It all happened in here,’’ she 
said. ‘‘ Everything went on as my hus- 
band has said. When he accused Ber- 
gen, Bergen admitted Wig A waa He 
said: ‘I know I'm a dirty rat. know 
I'm no good. I Know I’m no good. I 
know I'm not @ man.’ My husband had 
called him ali this, you understand? 


Husband Crazed at Word. 


“Then Bergen called my husband ove? 
to the radiator, away from the rest of 
us, and triel.to convince him that it 
didn’t matter. He asked what difference 
it made, anyway, and said all women 
were—well, he said a terrible word.. Then 
my ‘husband seemed to go crazy. He 
was & real man, my hubby, full of mian- 
hood;and that kind of talk he could. not 
stand. 

“T can’t remember much ‘else. I don’t 
remember seeing any gun at all, and I 
don’t remember Bergen trying to run 


away. He wanted to go, and God knows |’ 


I wanted him to go, too. I wanted to 
make peace. When he finally said, ‘All 


right, I’ fight,’ I tried to get close to 
my husband, but they wouldn’t. let 
me. .That woman wouldn't let 'mé, 
She took me by the arms and held me 
back and said, ‘You stay here—you're 
in no condition to go up there.’ If I 
could have got close to my husband I 
could have stopped it all.

“Why, her mother interrupted, “we 
could hear the noise away over in our 
house, across the yard. We even heard 
Bergen when he yelled, ‘I’M fight,’”

PISTOL SHOT ENDS 
a GANGSTER’S CAREER 


Italian, Five Times Convicted, 
Slain in Front of His Monroe 
Street Cafe.

John Pelletierl, who had _ several 
aliases, was shot and killed yesterday 
while sitting in front of his café at 
42 Monroe Street. The slayer held the 
revolver so close to the back of his 
victim’s head that the skin was burned 
with powder. This is the latest in a 
series of murders of criminals in the 
Italian section. If it keeps up, the 
police say, there will be little left for 
detectives to do. 

Pelletieri first came to the attention 
of the police twelve years ago when 
he was wounded and his father killed 
by an assailant against whom the son 
refused to testify. His last contact with 
the police was in connection with the 
murder of his partner in the owner- 
ship of an ice cream parlor in Keans- 
burg, N. J., last April. Pelletieri and 
Kate Alessio, 21, were held as material 
witnesses to the shooting and were re- 
leased on bail in New Jersey only re- 
cently. In between these episodes is 
a long record of assaults and bur- 
giaries, with five convictions. 

The murderer crept up on Pelletieri 
from: the back of the Monroe Street 
café, which reaches back to Hamil- 
ton Street, shot him, and, hurdling chil- 
dren and boxes of produce on the side- 
walk, raced east to Market Street and 
then south to Hamilton, where he dis- 
appeared. Kate Alessio,.who lives at 
66 Mott Street, . was on the scene im- 
mediatély after the shooting and at- 
tempted to minister to the already dead 
man. Because of rumors that she had 
quarreled recently with Pelletieri, that 
he had struck her, and that her brother 
George had shown resentment, the 
Alessio girl and her brother were taken 
into custody by detectives of the Oak 
Street station, questionefl and released. 
Pelletieri, who lived’at 51 Henry Street, 
was married and had three children.

MRS. GIBERSON HELD

BERLIN, Aug. 29.—A sprightly polite 
ieal-religious scandal has been caused 
by Bavaria's battling Cardinal, Faul- 
haber, who, addressing a mass meeting 
of thousands of Catholics in convention 
in Munich; attacked the German’ Re- 
public and the Weimar Constitution, 
branded the revolution that dethroned’ 
the Kaiser as criminal high treasen, 
lambasted the ‘‘ Jewish ’’ press of dem- 
ocratic Germany and'‘threw in a few well- 
chosen remarks about American news- 
paper reports anent Oberammergau. The 
fighting Cardinal’s talk was so red hot 
that.the anti-Government newspapers 
refrained from printing it, fearing sup- 
pression under the new law ‘for safe- 
guarding the republic.’’ 

The Bavarian Cardinal told his Munich 
hearers, in part: 

** Woe to the State which does not base 
its laws on God's commandments, but 
ereates a constitution wherein God's 
name is not mentioned; which does not 
keep the theatre and’ moving picture 
plague from thé people, which fathers 
laws making divorce easier and which 
protects and fosters unmarried mother- 
hood. The revolution was perjury and 
high treason, and will remain in history 
branded with the mark of Cain.’’ 

Hearty laughter swept the thousands 
of Bavarian hearers as Cardinal Faul- 
haber made a popular play on Munich’s 
18 per cent. beer, urging the press of 
Bavaria and the Catholic press through- 
out Germany to ‘‘ stick to 100 per cent.

| their waists and take part in. warlike 


operations, but most are content to re- 
main in the background and egg on the 
irregulars to acts of violence and de- 
stru:scion. 

It is known that these unbalanced fe- 
males have been acting as spies and oth- 
ers ure employed as dispatch bearers. 

A party of national soldiers who were 
ambushed at Kilmacthomas, near Wa- 
terford, reported that among their at- 
tackers was a girl. 
ing a building they heard her ‘cry out: 
“There they are; shoot!’’ <A _ volley 
was fired and an officer was severely 
wounded. 

A ban on all trafic nas been declared 
by frregulars in the South. They have 
issued an ‘‘order’"’ forbidding motor 
cars or other vehicles to proceed south 
of Clonmel, coupling with it a threat 
to fire on anybody who disregards in- 
structions. This means nearly all trans- 
port other than military will have to 
cease, motor drivers naturally enough 
refusing to take the risk of defying the 
irregulars, whose destructive tactics 
have made railway communications al- 
most impossible. 

Another ambush jis reported tonight 
from County Cork. The National troops 
engaged their attackers, who were 
beaten off with the loss of three killed. 
Irregulars also made an abortive attack 
on Clonakilty. A curfew is now being 
imposed on the town. 

Another party, of soldiers-had been 
ambushed near Macroom.

7 Opened fire on them with machine guns 
and killed one of the officers. 

Since the death of Michael Collins the 
authorities have received much aasis- 
tance from the civilian population who 
no longer are afraid to come forward 
with information about the activities of 
the irregulars. Not long ago the office 
of ‘‘ informer ”’ was one that every one 
ireaded to perform, but now civilians 
have become so infuriated at the mis- 
deeds of the irregulars that hundreds 
are approaching the military authorities 
every day anxious to impart every scrap 
of knowledge they possess to help round 
up the mutineers.

DUBLIN, Aug. 20.—A deadly ambush 
took place tonight near Tullamore. Na- 
tional troops driving in an automobile 
were ffred on, and one officer was 
kiNed and another mortally wounded. 


In Maryboro Jail, where 600 irregulars 
; are confined, fire broke out tonight. It 

is asserted that prisoners set fire to 
their mattresses, the flames spreading 
to many of_the cells. Several fire 
brigades were called out and the prison- 
; ers were rounded up in the jail yard 
; and must remain there during the night

Ohio Heavyweight Fails to Land a 
Single Clean Blow——-20,000 
at Ebbets Field. 


Harry Wills, the Brown Panther of 
Wew Orleans, made short work of the 
highly -advertised Tut Jackson, negro 
heavyweight of Washington. Court 
House, Ohio, in their scheduled fifteen- 
round bout last night before a crowd of 
e™otut 20,000 fans at Ebbets Field, 
Brooklyn. With a deatructivée body as- 
gault which he started when the open- 
ing gong sent the men on their journey, 
Wills battered Jackson into submission 
in the third round. ° 

A powerful left hook to the stomach, 
Gelivered as Jackson tore in at Wills, 
was the blow which ended whatever arm- 
bitions Jackson entertained of displacing 
‘Wills as Jack Dempsey’s most formidable 
rival. The punch doubled Jackson up on 
the floor of the ring. While struggling to 


arise he was counted out, the time of 
the round being exactly two minutes and 
tra Ss. 

Wher he had completed the count the 
referée, Claude Tibbetts, who had come 
from Albany especially for this bout, 
stooped, and, with the aid of Wills, as- 
sisted Jackson to the latter’s corner. It 
Was several minutes before he was able 
to leave his corner. 


Result Is No Surprise. 


The result surprised nobody. It was 
expected before the bout that Wills 
would not be forced to extend himself 


to beat’ Jackson, a knockout victory for 
the. Brown Panther being generally ex- 
pected in five rounds or less. Wills, 
therefore, did just what had been pre- 
dicted with little exertion. The bout 
was not at all impressive or interesting. 
It was, in the opinion of the majority of 
those who witnessed it, merely another 
€asy victory for Wills—a set-up for the 
Brown Panther, to use the vernacular. 

A wide disparity in the physical 
measurements of the men existed and 
there was as much difference in their 
respective boxing abilities as there is 
between daylight and darkness. Every 
advantage was in Wilis’s favor—in 
height, weight to the extent of 25 pounds, 
arid ring knowledge. Jackson came here 
unknown, 
vertised. He staked his all, evidently, 
on the chance that he could bring Wills 
ae with an actidental blow to\a vital 
Spot. 

On the strength of what he showed 
against Wills, however, Tut is just a 
ring novice—a raw, unschooled beginner 
at boxing whose exploits or ability do 
not entitle him to consideration as a 
first class heavyweight. It was seen 
at a glance when the men put up their 
hands that Jackson’s only chance was 
to connect, effectively with a wild blow. 

he chance never developed, however, 
for although Wills defense was not im- 

regnable, Jackson did not: know. how to 
irect a punch. His enormous reach 
therefore was discounted. 

Jackson,. as a matter of fact, failed 
to land a single, clean effective -blow 
during ‘the bout. He fought as if 
acared of Wills. The Ohioan: after~ the 
first taste of Wills’s punches: quickly 
developed a remarkable penchant for 
holding. Wills's opening flurry of blows 
awakened Jackson to a full realization 
of what confronted.him, if he did‘ not 
know before he entered the ring. Then 
Jackson steadfastly clinched and’ held 
and hugged Wills’s like a long lost 
brother. But. Jackson did not escape 
assault through this method. In. the ‘end 
Tut followed the path of Buddy Jack- 
son and with as little ceremony from 
Wille.

YANKEE BALL PARK 
BIG SPORTS ARENA 


Rickard Negotiating for the Use 
of American League Club’s 
New Stadium. 


The Yankees’ new baseball park in 
the Bronx will be utilized as a. boxing 
club and centre for sporte next year, 
under the supervision of Tex Rickard. 
Wiien the plant is available as the home 
of the city’s American League baseball 
club next Spring, Rickard will assume 
control of sports events other than base- 
ball, which will be scheduled for the 
park under a comprehensive plan which 
has been under discussion since the plan 
for the park first was announced. 

Under the arrangement, which became 
known yesterday, it is péssible that the 
world’s heavyweight championship battle 
between Champion Yack Dempsey and 
his negro challenger, Harry Wills, will 
be arranged for the Yankee park. This 
looms as one of the most attractive box- 
ing possibilities on the pugilistic hort- 
zon. While it has been impossible to 
secure definite information on the point, 
it is regarded as significant, neverthe- 
less, that this contest is being deferred 
until next year. 

Rickard has been in negotiation with 
the Yankee baseball officials for some 


tirme on the proposition. The promoter, 
it was learned, visited the Yankee of- 
fices yesterday noon to discuss plans 
for the project. Efforts to secure con- 
firmation of the plan from Rickard, 
however, were unsuccessful. The pro- 
moter, when asked about the situation, 
declined either to deny or affirm the 
report. The information regarding 
Rickard's plans, however, comes from a 
source so close to Rickard as to carry 
weight. 

The business side of the proposition 
has not yet been definitely closed. In 
fact, no papers have yet been signed 
by either Promoter Rickard or the 
Yankee officials. It is known, how- 
ever, that the baseball officials have 
verbally agreed to Rickard's' plans for 
the use of the Yankee park as a box- 
ing arena. The delay in legally sign- 
ing the papers giving Rickard super- 
vision over the park for sports other 
than baseball is due to the inability 
of the promoter and the baseball author- 
ities to agree upon business arrange- 
ments for the sports Rickard plans in 
addition to boxing. It is confidently 
expected however that this matter will 
be satisfactorily adjusted without delay. 
An official announcement of the ar- 
rangement .between Rickard and the 
baseball officials then will be forthcom- 
ing. & 

While boxing will be the most im- 
portant attraction at the ball park on 
occasions’ whén the Yankees are play- 
ing games away from home, Rickard, it 
has been learned, has under advisement 
a plan whereby a number of sports will 
he conducted there. One of the feat- 
ures is: a plan to convert the park into 
a centre for ice-skating in the Winter. 
This will be done, it is sald, by instal- 
ling a piping system so that the field 
can be flooded and frozen to a degree 
to rival the most natural skating pond 
in the vicinity. It is even planned to 
use the park for ice-skating this Winter

Tut Jackson was the first to climb 
@p the ring steps and Harry Wills 
entered the ring a second later. Each 
Was warmly, received when. introduced. 
It was announced that Wills weighed 
213% and Jackson 188% pounds. The 
referee was Claude Tibbitts of Albany.

in the event that the construction work 
is completed in time. Because of doubt 
as to whether the plant will be available 
however this plan has been discussed 
only in a tentative manner. 

Football, track and field athletics, and 
various other forms of sporting attrac- 
tions are planned for the park under 
Rickard’s supervision, according to the 
plans disclosed. ..One of the attractions 
will be whippet racés on a track whith 
will be installed on the baseball play- 
ing field. 

With Rickard in control of the Yankee 
park, Gotham fans will have three large 
open-air arenas at which they can wit- 
ness boxing bouts without inconvenjence 
during the Summer months. Ebbets 
Field, Brookllyn, and the Polo Grounds, 
which will be operated as the Republic 
A. C., will be the rivals of Rickard's 
boxing enterprises at the Yankee park. 
The promoter has not yet decided upon 
a name for his new venture. This mat- 
ter and the formality of securing a 
boxing club license will be taken up just 
as soon as the details for the project are 
completed. 

In his boxing enterprises Rickard, it 
is learned, plans at least one novel de- 
parture from the conditions which exist 
at Ebbets Field. This has to do with 
the seating arrangements. The task of 
properly and satisfactorily arranging 
field seats for bouts at baseball parks 
always has been a serious obstacle for 
the promoter to hurdle. Rickard, how~- 
ever, has hit upon a plan which will 
overcome this condition. 

The promoter plans to have a portable 
bleacher section constructed which will 
answer his requirements in this regard. 
This bleacher will be built in sections, 
so that it can be easily dismantled or 
put together. It will be wheeled to a 
position within about fifty feet of the 
ring .on boxing nights, and will be 
graded after the manner of. Rickard's 
arena in Jersey ae The plan as yet 
is in its infancy. r this reason the 
capacity of this temporary bleacher séc- 
tion is not available. It will. complete- 
ly shut off the permanent uncovered 
bleachers, however, and will be planned 
for a capacity equivalent -to that of the 
permanent stand. 

When this portable stand is available 
the Yankee park will have a capacity of 
about 80,000 for boxing purposes. 
ring will be pitched at the home 
or near that position of the field, ac- 
cording to the plans. Thus, it is ex- 
pected, everybody will have a satisfac- 
tory view of the ring.

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RUTH HITS HOMER 
AS YANKS TRIUMPH 


Pipp Also Makes Circuit Clout 
and Hugmen Defeat Sen- 
ators by 3 to 1. 


JOHNSON BATTED FREELY 


Famous Pitcher Is. Hammered in 
Early tnnings—Jones Twirls 
Well Despite Wiidness. 


Home runs by Babe. Ruth and Walter 
Pipp from the offerings of’ the famous 
speed merchant, Walter Johnson, fur- 
nished the margin by which-the Yankees 
took the measure of the Washington 
Senators at the Polo Grounds yesterday. 
The score was 3-to 1. 

Pipp’s blow was a tremendous crash 
into the upper right field stand in the 
third inning, and pulled the champions 
out of a 1 to 1 deadlock with the visitors 
into a. clear-cut~and well-earned - lead. 
Ruth’s twenty-seventh four-bagger of 
the current pennant war and his sev- 
enth of all time off the potent Johnson 
was delivered in the fourth period. It 
was @ characteristic Ruthian slam, the 
ball sailing far beyond the end of the 
right field grand stand and lodging well 


up in the bleacher benches, This punch 
had, as it turned out, nothing whatever 
to do with the winning of the game, but 
at the time it was well received and 
cordially greeted, not only because it 
came from the renowned bat of Ruth, 
but because it seemed likely to be needed 
as a safeguard against possible Sena- 
torial misdeeds. 

However, Deacon Sam Jones, who held 
forth on the hillock for Miller Huggins's 
forces, saw to it that the Senators be- 
haved themselves. He misbehaved once 
in a while himself, scattert passes 
about with an almost prodigal Iiberal- 
ity, but he was an iceberg in the pinches 
and held President Harding’s neighbors 
in_shackles most of the afternoon. 

Johnson pitched a nice game of base- 
ball, too, but the Yankees hit him pretty 
freely in the earlier innings, and when 
he put the clamps on later his cause was 
a lost one owing to the invulneranh{lity 
of the aforesaid Jones. 


Altrock Amuses Crowd, 


There was a large crowd present to 
enjoy the affair and to gloat over the 
first genuine Al baseball weather which 
has appeared in these environs for sev- 
eral days. The onlookers had a good 


time from first to last, the first being 
Nick Altrock’s antics before the game 
and the last Ruth’s four-bagger, an epi- 
sode which would make a success of any 
day, no matter how lowly, for the slug- 
ger’s admirers, After this whack the 
action slowed down noticeably, although 
in the ninth, when the visitors filled the 
bases with one out, there were shivers 
of apprehension in the stands, which 
were converted into outbursts of glee 
when the next two batters proved easy 
victims.

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Hip Pocket New Testaments

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 29.—Many 
major league baseball players now 
carry a pocket edition of the New 
Testament.

BOSTON, Aug. 29.—Mrs.: Molla Bjur- 
edt Mallory came closer to defeat this 
ternoon in the final round match of 
the Longwood Cricket Club’s invitation 
tennis tournament at Chestnut Hill than 
at any previous time since she returned 
from England and her memorable match 
with Mile.

years ago. 

Ideal weather conditions greeted the 
golfers as they assembled for the strug- 
gle this morning. After two days of 
rain and cloudy weather the sun shone} 
brightly out of a clear blue sky. The} 
rain had put the course in splendid | 
condition for the players and there was 
enough of a breeze blowing owt of the | 
northwest to stiffen out Old Glory float- | 
ing from the flagpole at the clubhouse, 
appearing a trifle lonesome in view of | 
the international aspects of the occasion |} 
and in marked contrast to Hoylake, 
where the Stars and Stripes vied with | 
the Union Jack. A brilliant gallery, 
composed largely of the members of| 
Southampton’s Summer colony, fvilowed | 
in the wake of the golfers. 


“ Big Five’’ Win the Day. 


It was the “ Big Five” of American} 
golf—Jesse Guilford, the national cham- 
pion; Bobby Jones of Atlanta, one of 


Chick Evans and Francis Oulmet, both} 
former national open.and amateur win- 
ners, and Robert Gardner, former ama- 
teur champion and runner-up to Tolley 
two years ago in the British amateur—- 
who turned the trick for America. It 
was the ‘‘dark norses’’ who came} 
through for Great Britain—C. V, L. 
Hooman, W. Willis Mackenzie and Ber- 
nard Darvin. 

Gullford, heading the American team, 
fought a brilliant uphill battle to defeat 
Cyril Tolley, the “ siege gun ’’ of British 
golf and regarded as perhaps the lead- 
ing match player in the isles. Guilford, 
2 down at the end of eighteen holes, | 
gathered momentum as he went along) 
and completely outplayed his rival in 
the afternoon, winning 2 and 1. Jones, 
playing as fine a game as one could} 

to see, defeated Roger Wethered, 
England’s youthful ace, the man who 
almost won the British open a year ago, 
by 3 and 2, finishing the day with a 
burst of brilliance. 

Evans, Ouimet and Gardner won easy 
victories, the former beating Johnny 
Caven, the Scotchman, runner-up to} 
Holderness In the British event this | 
year, by 5 and 4, Ouimet fairly smoth- | 
jing C. GC. Aylmer by 8 and 7, and Gard- | 
ner treating W. B. Torrance almost as} 
shabbily, his margin being 6 and 5. | 

It was C. V. . Hooman, No. 5 on} 
the British team, who fought the léngest | 
and perhaps greatest quel of the day. 
Paired against Jesse Sweetser, Metro- | 
politan amateur champion, undergoing | 
bis first test of international fire, Hoo-} 
man saw his lead dwindle away trom | 
two up at noon, and also at the end c 
twenty-one holes to three down ies | 
holes later. For one less endowed with | 
courage such a reversal might have 
meant ruination, but not so for Hooman. 
Setting his teeth he fought back until 
be overcamé the youngster at the thirty- 
fourth green. Then at each of the next 
two holes he had chances to win, but in 
each instance nis putts failed by ever so 
slight margins to heed his bidding. 


Byers Rules Play-Off. 


At the end of the match the honors 
were all even and every one expected to 
see it so recorded, but lo and behold! 
President Byers of the U. 8. G. A. had 
ruled in favor of a play-off, contrary to 
the precedents of international matches 
abroad. 

The ruling robbed Sweetser of a well- 
earned draw and gave Hooman an| 
easily earned victory when Jesse, hook- | 

his drive miserably, found his ball in 
a hedge guarding the automobile park- | 
ing space. There was no chance to play | 
for the green and he elected to pitch | 
onto the asphalt roadway. But he failed} 
to get out on his first effort. His next} 
was well out and among the machines. 
After one had been removed he made} 
his last bid for a miracle, but he failed | 
to get up the bank of the green and the! 
hole and match went to Hooman, l up. | 

Mackenzie, No. 7 for the British, came 
through in great style, completely rout-| 
ing Max Marston, the Philadelphian, by} 
6 and 5, for one surprise, but the biggest | 
of all came when Darwin, subbing for 
the stricken British captain, Robert Har- | 
ris, turned in a 3 and 1 verdict over the | 
Yankee leader, W. C. Fownes of Pitts-} 
burgh. ‘The latter had not intended to 
Play today, calling upon Harrison John- | 
gon of St. Paul and Rudy nag = ye? ny | 
Iowa, alternates on the team, to 
a 36-hole match for the honor. At Pins | 
last minute, however, Harris sent word 
that in his opinion the teams should re- | 
main intact, and so Johnston had all of} 
his “fun against Knepper for nothing. | 
Fownes won the first three holes without | 
stopping, but Darwin soon caught up, 
then forged ahead and was never forced | 
to ook back thereafter. The final count | 
was 3 and 1. 

Although from a spectacular viewpoint 
as well as the notable calibre of the con- 
testants the Tolley-Guilford and the} 
Jones-Wethered matches praebably arose} 
to greater heights, the Sweetser-Hooman 
contest was the one that was doubtless 
the best played. Now and then all four 
members of the two leading pairs flashed 
to heights of wizardry, but it was Hoo- 
man and Sweetser who made fewest 
mistakes‘ and played the most consist- 
ently sound golf. 

With a’ 35 to the turn in the morning 
round,’ the best mark for the distance | 
up fo noon, and 38 back, Hooman had a 
78, the .day’s best. performance.

Yachts to Take International 
Golfers Part Way te Boston

SOUTHAMPTON,. L. I, Aug. 29.— 
The members of the American and 
British golf teams, together with 
tee officials and members of the 
Executive Committee of the United 
States Golf Association, will leave 
here tomorrow morning on board the 
private yachts of James Stillman 
and James Hill for New London. 
There they will board a special train 
for Boston, where the national ama- 
teur tourney is to be played. In 
addition to the players, those in the 
party will be J. Frederick Byers, 
President of the U. 8. G. A.; Secre- 
tary Cornelius S. Lee and Executive 
Committeemen Thomas B. Paine of

Champion Takes 67 Moves Be- 
fore He Defeats Atkins in 
International Tourney. 


Another example of Jose R. Capa- 
blanca’s inexhaustible patience was 
‘furnished by his game with H. E. Atkins 
loft Huddersfield, former British cham- 
pion, in the international chess masters’ 


tournament recently concluded at the 
Congress of the British Chess Federa- 
tion in London. The score, just re- 
ceived from abroad, shows that it took 
the world’s champion sixty-seven moves 
before he could force hig adversary to 
lower his colors. 

In strong contrast to the sturdy re- 
sistance of Atkins was the poor show- 
of C. G. Watson = Australia against 
the world’s champion, who when given 
an open file made the most of it by 
winning a pawn on the sixteenth move.

THE COUNTRY’S WEALTH AND 
TAXES. 

If Congress were allowed to work its 
will, it might produce the disasters 
which some of its members fear. The

THE FRENCH BIRTH-RATE. 

Our dispatch from Mayence sum- 
marizing French problems as seen 
from a Rhineland point of view comes 
to the conclusion that the greatest 
single problem of France is the low 
birth-rate.

LIVERMORES HOME AGAIN 


Young Evigtish Girl Detained—Skip- 
per Tells of Weird Monsters 
of the Deep. ? 


The White Star liner Olympic arrived 
late yesterday from Southampton, via 
Cherbourg, with 1,422 passéngers, 5,000 
sacks of mail and nearly $4,000,000 gold 
consigned to J. P. Morgan & Co. and 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co. 

According to Deputy Surveyor McKeon 
the liner brought more American citizens 
than any othér stéamship since the énd 
of the war. Six hundred of 690 in the 
first cabin, 429 of 496 in the second, and 
109 of 236 in the third class, were citt- 
zens. 

The passenger list included a number 
of wealthy persons and buyérs for some 
of the best firms in New York and Chi- 
cago, who carried trunks which could 
have beén used as two-family houses in 
the Bronx, the Customs officials said. 
There were 4,000 trunks, and 400 of this 
number had to be bonded. By 9 o'clock 
506 per cent. of the passengers were stili 
on the pier after the ship had been 
docked fé6r two hours. 

Among the passengers was Colonel 
Michael. Friedsam, presidént of B. Alt- 
man & Co., who wént to Europe four 
months ago with a commission from 
President Harding to investigate finan- 
cial and industrial conditions there. He 
declined ‘to make any comment upon his 
trip, aaying that he would make his 
report first in Washington.

FINE ROMAN THEATRE . 
IS BROUGHT TO LIGHT 
Excavations at Ancient Lanaviam 
Reveal Large and Well-Pre- 
served Structure.

‘ROME, Aug. 29.—Recent excavations 
at Civita Lavinia, known to the an- 
ciénts as Lanuvium, have brought to 
light the rémaing of 4 modst exquisite 
Roman theatre. The excavations, begun 


by Pope Gregory XVI., yielded a statue 

of the Emperor Ciaudius, which adorns 

the Vatican museum, but were then 

abandoned, no sérious attempt being 

eee until the present timié to continue 
em. 

Lanuvium is one of the most ancient 
Latin towns, being mentioned in history 
as waging war against the Roman Re- 
public 500 years B. C. 

are Lanuvium became the birthplace 
of thé Emperor Antonius Pius, while the 
Emperors Marcus Aurelius and Coni- 
modus. lived there, the latter in fact hav- 
ing giving proof of his prowess as a 
gladiator in the very theatre which is 
now béing unearthed. 

On the ancient walls of thé town 
may bé séen the massivé iron rings 
where legend says, Aeneas tied his ship 
when he landed in Italy from Troy. 

The theatre ig one of the largest and 
most perfect hitherto found. Its diameter 
is more than 160 féet, beitig only a few 
feet short of the theatre at Pompeii. 

Lanuvium was also renowned for fits 
temple to the goddéss Juno Sospita, and 
many medals and coins have been found 
bearing het éffigy. ‘The gdéddess is rep- 
resented as gee a pats skin over 
her héad in the guise of 4 helmet, with 
a spéar in her hand, a small shield on 
her left arm and wearing a special kind 
of footwéar with the points turned up. 
On the coins also appears a figure of a 
serpent, réminding oné that history meén- | 
tions that near the temple a serpent was | 
kept and féd with fruits and chestnuts 
by virgins. 

The excavations are in chargé of Pro- | 
fessor Paribeni, Director of the Diocle- 
tian Muséum at Rome.

W. H. HUDSON, DEAD 


England’s Foremost Writer on 
Bird Life Died Recently at 
His Home in London. 


HiS BOOKS OF RARE CHARM 


Author of “ The Purple Land” was| 


an Authority on South Amer- 
lcan Ornithology. 


W. H. Hudson, a prominent figure in 
English letters and the literature of na- 
ture, died in his home in London on 
Aug. 18, it was learned yesterday. His 
publishérs here did not know of his 
déath, it was said, until they received 
a letter yesterday announcing it. 


Land Which England Lest,”’ published 
in London in 1885. The title alludes to. 
the history of the Republic of Uruguay 
and its brief conquest by British troops. 
It established the writer’s reputation 
and it was followed in 1887 by ““A 
Crystal Age,”’ the picture of a Utopia 
in which human nature is perfected and 
made passionless, but is shown to be 
savorléss for want of strife, the condi- 
tion of normal life. 

In Ms carly life Mr. Hudson lived at 
an éstancia on an Argentine pampa, 
where on thé vast southern plains he 
acquired his love and knowledge of na- 
ture. ‘‘The Crystal Age’’ was fol- 
lowed the néxt year by ‘Argentine 
Ornithology.’* In 1892 appeared ‘‘ Nat- 
uralist in La Plata.’’ <A second edition 
was called for within a few months and 
the author took his place with Wallace 


and ‘Bates among the greatest English 
writers ‘on South American natural his- 


tory. 

When Mr. Hudson carfie to England 
he contributed to magazities while he 
turned to the study of nature in Eng- 
land. In 1803 appeared the first of the 
volumés dealing with that subjéct, 
*‘ Birds in a Viliage,’’ the village being 
Cookham Dean, near Maidenhead. As 
his observation of England grew fuller 
his imagination found a second con- 

énial field and his books which fol- 
owed were full of rare charm. 

“‘ Nature in Downland’’ appeared in 
1900, ‘‘ Hampshire Days” in 1903, ‘‘ The 
Land's End” followed in 1908, ‘‘ Afoot 
in England ’’ in 1909 and “‘ A Shepherd's 
Lite ’’ in 1910. More purely ornitho- 
logical works were ‘‘ British Birds,’’ 
published in 1895; ‘‘ Birds in London” 
(1869) and ‘ Birds and Man” (1901). 
‘‘El Ombu’’ (1902) is a small collec- 
tion of South American sketches, while 
‘*‘ Green Mansions ’’ (1904) and “ A Lit- 
tle Boy Lost’ (1905) are romances in- 
spired by the old South American 
scenes. In 1913 came ‘ Adventures 
Among Birds,”” and two years later he 
added many fresh pages to his new edi- 
tion of “ Birds and Man,.”’ among which 
his chapter on captive parrots was es- 
pecially pleasing. “ Birds in a Village ”’ 
also appéared in a revised form as 
“Birds in Town and Village” in 1919. 

* Birds of La Plata’’ was published 
in 1926. In the same yéar appeared 
and ‘An Old 
Thorn,’’.two short stories. ‘Far Away 
and Long Ago’ came from the press 
in 1918. In Septembér, 1921, his last 
book was published, ‘‘ A Traveler in 
Liftle Things.’’ 

Mr. Hudson took 2 high 
field naturalist. He received in 1901 a 
Civil List pension of £150 in recognition 
of the originality of his writings on nat- 
ural history. ,

Mrs. Schueler returned to this country 
last month. She said she discovered 
that Louis M. Kuhlkin Jr. of White- 
stone, L. I., formerly employed by her 
husband as a chauffeur, :had .testifled 
that he and Mrs. Schueler had been 

ilty of misconduct at Jacksonville, 
Pa. Wilmington, Del., and _ other 
places. This testimony Mrs. Schueler 
declares to be absolutely false. 

Submitted with Mrs. Schueler’s papers 
is an affadivit from Kuhlkin admitting 
that his testimony at the trial was not 
true.

Party Leaders Decide ‘Against 
the Two Districts— 


Shivitz Named for State Senate. 


Fusion ‘in 


Fiorella R. LaGuardia, former Presi- 
dent of the Board of Aldermen, will be 
a candidate in the Republican primaries 
for the nomination for Representative 
from the Twentieth Congressional Dis- 
trict. The announcement was made yes- 
terday by Samuel S. Koenig, Chairman 
of the Republican County Committee. 
Mr. LaGuardia was substituted in place 
of Walter Cohen, who was originally 
designated by the Republicans, but de- 
clined to run. 

In the Twelfth Congressional District 
the Republicads designated former Al- 
derman Louis Zeltner after Joseph Lew, 
originally designated, had also declined. 
In the Fourteenth Senate District Max 
H. Shivitz was designated by the Repub- 
cans in place of Alexander Wolf, who 
likewise declined after being designated. 
In the Twentieth Assembly District 
William S. Kaester was designated for 
candidate for member of the Assembly. 
The time for filing substitutions with 
the Board of Elections expired last 
night. 

Mr. LaGuardia’s selection was & com- 
plete surprise to the politicians. His 
attacks upon Governor Miller and his 
alliance with William R, Hearst were 
supposed to have put him outside all 
consideration by the Republican leaders. 


His acceptance by the Republicans was 
hailed as a clever political manoeuvre 
in that it would silence for the present 
campaign at least one of the bitterest 
opponents of Governor Miller's policies. 

Whether Mr. LaGuardia will bring 
of William R. Hearst to 
Republican ticket: was considered 
unlikely, although- Mr. Hearst has fre- 
quently said of late that the Republi- 
cans should nominate him for Governor. 


Expects to Get Italian Vote. 


According to the Republican leaders, 
Mr. LaGuardia will have an excel- 
lent chance of being elected. His Demo- 
cratic opponent in the district will be 
Henry Frank, a lawyer, who is prac- 
tically unknown in politics. . William 
Karlin is the Soclalist candidate in the 
district. The district, which takes in 
the eastern section of Harlem, has a 
large element of Socialist and Italian 


voters. The Highteenth Assembly dis- 
trict, which is in the Twentieth Con- 
gressional district, is composed almost } 
entirely of Italians, thirty of the forty- 
two election districts of the Twentieth 
Congressional district being within the 
Eighteenth Assembly district. Mr. La- 
Guardia, an Italian, is popular in the 
district, and is expected to get the en- 
tire Italian vote there. 

Mr. LaGuardia has always been con- 
sidered a good vote getter in any part 
of the city. He is an effective cam- 
paigner and has a large following of 
independent Republicans. He was twice 
elected to Congress from the Fourteenth 
Congressional District. He was elected 
in 1916 and re-elected in 1918, but re- 
signed to run for the Presidency of the 
Board of Aldermen in 1919. He was 
elected that year along with Henry 
Curran, who ran for President of the 
Borough of Manhattan. They were the 
only Republican members of the Board 
of Estimate in the first Hylan Adminis- 
tration. j

THE HAGUE, ‘Aug. 29.—The Per;

The main points under discussion 
were whether the United States did 
contracts and what was 
requisitioned.

The Norwegian contention was that

Further, that regardless 
of what happened to them, whether 
requisitioned, cancelled, suspended or 
destroyed, they were lost to their 
owners, and according to the United 
States statutes just compensation should 
be accorded.

Dealers Unable to Do Business With 
the Mark Fluctuating. 


LEIPSIC, Aug. 29 (Associated Press). 
-—A public meeting of buyers was held 
today to protest against the new condi- 
tions imposing a gold basis for trans- 
actions at the Leipsic fair, which has 
compelled many buyers to cancel their 
orders. Manufacturers of textiles are 
demanding three to four hundred-fold 
the so-called ‘‘ peace prices’’ and are 
requiring that a third of the amount be 
paid in cash, the balance in two and 
three months’ bills. 

Many dealers, especially in boots and 
shoes, are already leaving the fair, de- 
claring that business is impossible. The 
book dealers, on the other hand, are 
satisfied with conditions. Good litera- 


ture, notably scientific works, is espe- 
cially in demand.

Other causes include the fact that the 
Government presses -have not yet caught 
up with the shortage brought about by 
the printers’ strike some time ago, when 

j the regular issue of notes was reduced 

by at least 10,000,000.000 marks. The 
printers now are making the best possi- 

le use of their time. The curréncy 
which is being Issued consists, for the 
most part, of notes of large denomina- 
tions, since the mechanical process in- 
volved in printing notes of small de- 
nomination is just the same as for 10,- 
000-mark notes. 

Yet even the large notes are difficult | 
to get, and it Is a common sight to see 
long Hines of persons waiting at the 
banking houses fer trucks to bring from 
the Reichsbank in huge baskets the 
quota of notes for the day. At one large 
bank, patronized to a great extent by 
Americans, scores of Americans were ob- 
served this morning having trouble ob- 
taining currency for checks, simply be- 
cause the institution could not get 
enough notes until the afternoon. 

This situation is creating irritating dif- 
ficulties for many tourists and foreign 
business mén, whose travel plans are up- 
set through inability to obtain ready 
cash.

Bradley, Chairman of the 
Executive Committee, in a statement to 
stockholders says: 

‘*Since our last annual report agri- 
cultural conditions have materially im- 
proved and, though the demand for fer- 


tilizers has not yet returned to normal, 
indications for such a return in the near 
future are now encouraging. 

‘The sales of fertilizers in the United 
States for the last year are estimated 
to have been about 65 per cent. of the 
tonnage of 1920; but while the demand 
has thus decreased, owing to the severe 
depression jn all agricultural districts 
during the last two years, the productive 
capacity of the fertilizer industry had 
been considerably increased un 
stimulus of the heavy demand In 
Spring of 1920. These conditions have 
naturally led to very severe competition 
and to a continuance of low prices.. 

‘“‘ Although there still remains uncol- 
lected im the South a large amount of 
fertilizer notes and accounts from sales 
of 1920 and 1921, it is estimated, never- 
theless, that one-half of all the fertilizer 
used in the Cotton Belt in the Spring 
of 1922 was sold for cash instead of on 
the usual Fall credit terms. 

‘*In the Northern States credit condi- 
tions have been more favorable and a 
relatively larger tonnage of fertilizer has 
been sold, though far less than in 1920. 
Competition in these States has been 
very keen and prices have remained at a 
low level.’

SUCCESS IS NOW ASSURED 


Reduction in Bond Interest, It Is 


Asserted, Will Remove Last Fear 
of I. R. T. Receivership. 


A long step was taken yesterday to- 
ward the final success of the plan for 
the readjustment of the agreement be- 
tween the Interborough Rapid Transit 
Company and the Manhattan Railway 
Company when the Equitable Life As- 
surance Society agreed to deposit its 
20,000 shares of stock of the Manhattan 
company with the stock held by others 
who have consented to the propésed new 
arrangement. This brings the total de- 
posits to about 90 per cent. of the stock, 


which, it is stated, practically assures 
the deposit of a majority of the remain- 
ing 10 per cent. .

(COTTON TRADE BUYS 


‘Steady Absorption of Contracts 
by Mill Interests a Market Fea- 
ture and Gains 32 to 36 si hucaalf 


Cotton recovered further yesterday, 
bringing late months back within a few 
points of last week's record figures. 
Growing nervousness over Friday's re- 
port led to covering of outstanding in- 
terest and at the same time brought 
more trade inquify. Texas and Okla- 
homa crop estimates are being cut down 
as-a result of drought, while -preduc-: 
tion in Eastern States is now placed 
at lower figures than believed possible, 
considering acreage planted. A feature} 
of trading was the steady absorption of 
contracts for delivery beyond January, 
with little selling pressure on those po- 
sitions. Prices gained 32 to 36 points, 

As though encouraged by ‘resistance 


displayed in. both American markets, 
Liverpool made a half cent recovery 
before New York opened. Strength 
abroad increased arbitrage business so 
that all cotton for sale around a 22 \y- 
cent basis was taken in early trading. 
The South continued to offer contracis 
on advances with several scale-selling 
orders in both October and: December 
for speculative account. Certain com- 
mission houses that turned buyers on 
Monday added to purchases in a mod- 
erate way with the result of imparting 
a steady tone throughout the morning. 
Actual volume of business, however, was 
not large enough to do more. than absorb 
contracts offered until after midday. 
Room traders became sellers twiee be- 
fore afternoon over the way New Or- 
leans broke back following an upturn. 
Firmness after a gain of three-quarters 
of a cent from Saturday’s opening ap- 

ared to be due more to lack of sell- 

ng pressure than to aggressive buying. 
Scattered trade demand appeared in late 
months and at times scarcity of con- 
tracts became noticeable in March and 
May. Southern interests show a willing- 
ness to put out hedges in October and 
December,- which leaves trade demand 
in distant positions to be supplied by 
houses operating in differences. 

During the afternoon activity in- 
creased. Fluctuations had been within 
a 10 point limit for several hours, room 
operators bidding prices up only to meet 
contracts. Reports that a crop report- 
ing association made a condition of 56 
or a loss of t7 points for the month in- 
fluenced sentiment in several quarters. 
After December for sale between 22.60 
and 22.65 had been taken, co: nmission 
houses, particularly those with Western 
connections, executed orders on a larger 
scale. December rose over 22% cents 
and then as high as 22.85. ‘This brought 
the level less than $1.00 a bale from last 
week's high record and $5.00 a bale 
above Saturday. Considering the upturn 
of over $4.00 a bale in two days, very 
few large orders were executed. Com- 

ared with the large blocks changing 

ands at the same figures during last 
week's advance trading proved light. 
An order for 500 or 1,000 bales moved 
quotations several points, While weather 
conditions in Eastern states showed im- 
provements, there was no rain in 
drought sections. Rain now would he! 

swell and mature bolls already formed, 

but would be too late to relieve the crop 
materially as would haye been the case 
rior to August 15th. Without a good 

op crop, it is impossible to have a 
large yield of cotton, Reports that two 
weeks ago indicated fair prospects in 
eertain sections of the Southwest are 
now most unfavorable. 

Above 22% cents, the market ran into 
more cotton, buyers at lower figures 
taking profits toward the close of the 
session. New Orleans advanced to high 
figures of the day; but too many con- 
tracts were offered around 22.75 for 
October here to permit a further upturn, 
Realizing the last few moments ran Qe 
tober back 15 points, with other months 
off in sympathy.

The tone of the local gray goods mar- 
ket strengthened considerably yesterday, 
and prices that on Monday would buy 
@eliveries of printcloths up to the first 
of November would not take buyers, past 
the middle of September yesterday. For 
shipment into that month 39-inch 68-72s 
brought 8% cents. Spot business was 
done in Southern 38-inch 64-60s at 85% 
cents, with Eastern “ spots” of the same 
construction sold at an eighth higher. 
For contracts nothing under 8% cents 
will be considered for Southern goods, 
with Eastern makes still higher. Spot 
39-inch 80 squares brought 12% cents. 
In the Sheetings 36-inch 5.508 were 
moved at 7% cents, while 9 cents was 
paid for 40-inch 4.25-yard goods. Quick 
deliveries of Eastern 39-inch 64-104, 
4.20-yard sateens brought 14 cents, with 
other constructions of these goods quoted 
in proportion.

Probable Buying of Tropicals. 


Manufacturers of summer clothing are 
ppeculating on the probable amount of 
suits that retailers will carry over the 
—— season into next year. Sales 

uring the summer of tropicals and mo- 
hairs held up well for the greater part 
of the season, and clearance sales re- 
cently have cut down stocks to a marked 
extent. While in the larger cities the 
carryover will be small, the question is 
how much will the small retailer have? 
The situation does not present any real- 
ly disturbing aspects but, as lightweight 
lines are now being shown by some. it 
affords sonewhat of a sidelight on prob- 
able buying. From the orders received 
during the present season, many re- 
tailers are of the opinion that tropical 
wersteds will be the leaders next sum- 
mer. Mohairs are expected to figure 
prominently in the demand in the larger 
cities, but some of the other fabrics 
@re thought to have been overdone.

Look for Strong Fur Market. 


Although the shipments to the forth- 
coming Fall sale of raw furs here had 
not yet been completely gone over, it 
was estimated yesterday by J. Gordon 
Noakes, General Manager of the New 
York Auction Company, Inc, that the 
totel value of the pelts would reach 
about $3,000,000.. The offering is said 
not to be unusually large, and this fact, 
coupled with the improved demand, both 
in the wholesale market and at the 
August retail sales, presages a very 
strong market. The cloak and. suit 
makers, who had been experiencing 
something of a lull as buyers of trim- 
ming furs, are back in the market and 
are purchasing fair quantities of wolf 
and other skins adaptable to thelr pur- 
poses. The improvement reported in 
patronage of the August retail fur sales 
in the last week has also tended to 
strengthen the market more or less sym- 
pethetically.

Spring Lines of Boys’ Clothing. 

Opening of Spring lines of boys’ cloth- 
ing -is looked for generally around the 
latter part of September.

labor troubles referred to. For the time 
being, practically nothing is being done 
en lightweight goods for Spring, and 
this quiet is expected to continue for a 
few weeks longer.
